An advisory committee of twenty-five Agri¬ 
cultural business men and vocational agricul¬ 
tural representatives met at East Central Junior 
College and planned the program of studies in 
a two-year terminal course. This curriculum, 
based on the needs in this area, is designed to 
prepare students to manage farms, to begin 
work in related businesses or industries, or to 
operate their own farms. 

Employment opportunities include work in 
sales and service of farm equipment, manufact¬ 
ure and sales of fertilizer, pesticides, and other 
agricultural chemicals; feed manufacturing; the 
marketing and handling of farm products; and 
farm management. 


About East Central .... 

In 1928 the Legislature of the State of Mis¬ 
sissippi adopted the first basic laws for the 
organization and operation of the Mississippi 
public junior colleges. East Central Junior Col¬ 
lege opened its doors to a freshman class of 
twenty students for the first regular session in 
September of 1928. The college occupied build¬ 
ings that were a part of the Newton County 
Agricultural High School, which had been 
organized in 1914. The Agricultural High School 
was located on property belonging to the De¬ 
catur Municipal School District, which had been 
created in 1912. The upper high school grades 
which comprised the Newton County Agricul¬ 
tural High School were a part of the college un¬ 
til 1958 when they joined the Decatur Attend¬ 
ance Center.

A New Concept of Agriculture. . 

As we look at today’s agriculture and review 
the many changes which are taking place in 
regard to capital investment, size of operation, 
labor employed, technical knowledge and skill 
required, and management information needed, 
it becomes increasingly clear that agricultural 
curriculums must be developed which bring into 
existance new combinations of tra inin g in 
science, business, and technical and applied 
agriculture. Recent surveys in Mississippi in¬ 
dicate there is a big gap in employment between 
the high school graduate and the four-year col¬ 
lege graduate. This gap is due to the lack of 
knowledge and experience in the high school 
graduate and the lack of technical and practical 
application in the 4 year professional program. 
To provide such training, the Agriculture De¬ 
partment at East Central Junior College has 
added a two-year terminal course in Farm 
Business Management. 



Agriculture courses make up about 50% of 
the total program and will emphasize practical 
application of production a n d management 
theory. The school farm will furnish many of 
the facilities necessary for practical application 
and each student will be required to have satis¬ 
factory work experience. 


High School Subjects .... 

A college entrance course in high school 
with above-average grades in vocational agri¬ 
culture, science, and commerce is a good prepara¬ 
tion for this program. In the event some de¬ 
ficiencies occur, the student may be considered 
if his scholarship standing warrants it. The 
student must have a strong interest in this field 
and should possess the personal qualities 
necessary for the exacting demands and high 
standards in Agricultural Technology.

The one-year course may be completed with¬ 
in 9 or 12 months depending upon previous high 
school training.

edu to reserve a seat. The cost is $20. The ACT and COMPASS are used to "place" you into 
mathematics and English courses. 

• For housing go to www.eccc.edu and click on Future Students, Housing, and then on the 
Housing Application Form. Print, complete, and mail it to the address on the form along with 
a $60 deposit. You will receive a letter confirming your dormitory reservation. Contact Mrs. 
Kristi Smith at (601) 635-6213 or ksmith@eccc.edu for more information. Dormitory beds are 
provided on a first-come, first-served basis so apply early as we fill to capacity quickly! You 
MUST apply for admissions first (see #1 above). 

• It is critical that you file for financial aid in the February-March 2015 time frame. The website 
is www.fafsa.gov. You will need a personal PIN number to complete this form so you must 
apply for a PIN with a valid email address. East Central's financial aid code is 002404. You will 
use your 2014 tax information for the fall-spring 2015-2016 college year. You MUST purchase 
textbooks out of pocket if your financial aid is not ready when classes begin. New students 
can use your 2013 tax information to apply for aid for summer courses.
